In life large 
number of entile:; to other fairs this year, Is evi- 
dence of a desire of fanners tajwrtlcipate. 

Ily starting preparations now, Wcwmarkel can 
have a fair in late spring or in the fall. \ If the 
opportunities that Newmarket has at hi(nd aie 
ignored there will be no second chance: Next 
year, tho Canadian National Exhibition In Tor- 
onto will 1 resume, and Newmarket will lose to 
Toronto business it can ill afford to lose; Unless 
the businessmen of Newmarket rid themselves Of 
their present complacency and take steps to boost 
their business through the medium of a T^ir, and 
for that "matter, a properly organized Christmas 
market, a fanners' day, and similar cveiita,, "New- 
market will lose its present prominence :as *fl 
business centre.

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NEW GOVERNMENT 
NEEDED 

(The Printed World in I-ort Erie Tlre^Eevlcw) 
By now 11 must be apparent to all observers 
that Canada needs a new government. There 
are, of course, difficulties about effecting 
change, as the Opposition found in 1040, 
again in 1045. There arc rumors of discontent in 
Liberal back benches but there la as yet no evi- 
dence that private members will not jump at the 
crack of Die party whips. 

More serious arc other difficulties. To elect a 
C.C.K. government would be to fall from frying 
pan into fire. To elect a Pro-Con government 
would be to remind one that Ihc miracles which 
sonclificd Mother Cabrini were not in tho field 
of politics. It Is unlikely that Quebec will vote 
Pjo-Con, ever, even though Mr. DupleasLs' blcus 

may defeat liberals. 

The indictment against the Liberal govern- 
ment is that it has surrendered lo bureaucracy. 

There are many evidences of this. Official 
Ottawa wishes lo prolong the war; or ot least the 
war powers. It required a humble request of 
Gordon Graydon, M.P., to end, eleven months 
after V-J Day, the ban on brownie cameras in 
the corridors of the Centre IllOCV, as if the out- 
of-focus snapshots of the people who paid for 

the noble pile could sully it. * 

The pattern is control of the citizen, repression 
of the taxpayer, restriction of the individual. 
The watchword is vcrholcn and the procedures 
are Prussian, This government is determined 
that neither the freedom nor the relatively low 
taxes of 1938 shall ever return. 

Bureaucrats are the bosses. Howard Green, 
one of the most sincere men who &ve? entered 
parliament, recently was contending that amend- 
ments about VOteron*' pensions were not in ac- 
cord with the views of the Commons committee 
members who had attended the sessions. Doug' 
las Abbott, whose altitude is that of a jocular 
cat which knows it can swallow the mouse at 
will, conceded Ihnt the amendment as written 
was in accord with the views of the civil servants 
of the pension commission. Voters orf: naive who 
think that the views of their elected representa- 
tives cany much weight. 

A Senate committee spent lime and thought in 
considering income-tax procedure. Its recom- 
mendations made sense which, if adopted; would 
have clipped the wings of bureaucrats by restor- 
ing a rifle of law and revoking whimsical de- 
cisions of paid . officials. Mr. llEloy's amend- 
ments modified the recommendations for the 
convenience, and possibly the vanity, of officials. 
The list is by no means exhausted. The war 
measure known as foreign exchange control is 
being erected into a permanent structure, with 
power of a board to make its own lav/ and ap- 
peal barred on most matters. This, too, is the 
organization which governed exchange so wisely 
that it lost all its reserves and more (a total of 
$140,000,000) ot precisely 7 p.m. on Friday, July 5, 
3940. The government dropped National Regis- 
tration only when it was discovered necessary to 
grant amnesty lo 14,000 who failed to report for 
military duly. The Canadian Broadcasting Cor- 
iporalion, unofficial propagandist for the C.C.F. 
government of Saskatchewan, is being continued 
in its role of arbiter of free, speech and sole con- 
troller of the competing private stations. The 
family allowance administration is establishing 
4hot all children are wards of the slate. By the 
route of crown corporations, government is going 
more and more into business and is planning to 
take oyer export trade. 

Socialists like all this.' Hut GrltS, Tories, 
"Whigs, Radicals, Progressives, Democrats, Re- 
publicans, liberals. Conservatives, and all be- 
lievers that the individual^ is more important 
than Ihe state must abhor and fear what is being 
done at Ottawa today. 

Mr. King's pipelines to Europe no doubt have 
informed him thai the trend is to the left. But 
the trend -there does not make it right or wise 
her*; or even there. Mr. Ilsley may be convinced 
lhat the college graduates who run foreign ex- 
change and such are gentlemen and therefore 
would nol misuse their power.

Fred said the design v/as a 
huge* map 40 feet high "with all 
the details worked out to scale, a 
scale of 44 feet to the Inch. It 
v/as as T had safd, on display at 
the Hobt. Simpson Co. store, Tor- 
onto. It was also on exhibition 
at the Hudson's Bay Co. store, 
Winnipeg, June 27 lo July ft, 1932, 
so the little pamphlet states. 
What I said in my article Is quite 
correct except that K-K worked 
out the design, but it was Mr. 
Moore's Idea originally and K-K 
did ft, as you might say, under 

his direction. 
The only public entrance ^ lo 

the garden Is from tlje east along 
the international line and the 
flower beds I mentioned of the 
Union Jack ond the Stars and 
Stripes are a quartt-r of a mile 
Inside the entrance. They ore of 
colored flowers and are 800 feet 
long and 500 feet wide. They 
slope downward from either side 
toward the main boulevard, 
which is 100 feet wide. The 
letters International Peace Gar- 
den are of royal deep purple 
tiles and are 25 feet long and 12 
feet wide at their widest point. 
The centrepiece of the garden is 
[eight large circles, each complete 
in itself, and are symbolical of 
quietness, Unity, honor, simplic- 
ity, happiness, faith, trust and 
hope. 

Then there are four designs 
representing peace sanctuaries 
symbolizfng the four corners of 
the earth, as do the four peace 
lowers. 'Hie peace sanctuaries 
are connected by overhead arches 
With Gothic columns 50 feet thick 
which rise 100 feet in height ond 
support a huge globe. The inter- 
ior of the globe holds a pipe or- 
gan and a broadcasting studio 
and is surmounted by a perpetu- 
ally .revolving beacon which Is 
helpful to aviators. 

The peace towers are at each 
corner, 150 feet high and 75 feet 
square with magnificent views of 
the garden and surrounding 
country. They are also used as 
reservoirs for v/atc-r supply. 

There Is a conservatory with 
small ornamental pools, -minia- 
ture rockery bridges and all var- 
ieties of rock plants, aquatic 
plants, ferns, palms, etc., all 
beautifully illuminated. There 
are four formal rose gardens, 
wild v;oodlanj gardens left as 
natural as possible with sanctu- 
aries for wild birds and little 
creatures of the woods, fenced 
away fiom the gardens and flcw- 
W g.

• From Parents' Frlrte 

Jackie M Q'^ and is repeating 
ihc first grade because his teach- 
er ond hfci mother arc agreed 
that this Is host' for Jackie. 
Jackie Is most fortunate In hav- 
ing a teacher 'and a parent who 
are sufficenlly Interested in his 
welfare to do what is best for 
him despite public queries. 

Jackie's teacher doesn't will- 
ingly, pass on any child l^the 
next teacher just to get rid of 
hbnj neither does she consider it 
a reflection on her obi lily as a 
teacher if some' of the pupils In 
her class haven't ' learned the 
work required in the first year. 
Jackie's teacher knows thai 
some children profit but little in 
n group and need individual ol- 
tention to 'develop their capa- 
cities. 

'In .Jackie's instance, he was 
really just- a baby, mentally, 
when he entered school although 
he v/as old enough In years. If 
he had had a few months of 
kindergarten training previous 
to entering school, he would 
probably have adjusted himself 
to the school routine. As it was, 
he v/as so bewildered with all 
the. newness and so excited at 
school that his learning process 

didn't function along academic 

linos. Jackie learned some 
things but his reading and print- 
ing, v/ere far beldw standard. It 
would have been an injustice to 
have pushed him on to the more 
difficult work before he had ac- 
quired the proper foundation for 
it. The pushing on policy results 
in certain failure for any child 
no mailer* to what grade or form 
he is pushed. 

Jackie'n mother is a sensible 
individual. She believes it is 
beat that Jackie repeat the first 
year and is glad his teacher 
agrees. If more mothers were as 
sensible as Jackie's, more chil- 
dren Would have happy and suc- 
cessful school years. Too often, 
the parents' selfish pride makes 
them think of themselves and 
what their friends will say if 
Johnny doesn't pass. Sometimes, 
parents criticize the teacher for 
not doing a proper job of train- 
ing if Johnny failed to pass. 
Neither of these attitudes helps 
Ihe child, but both actually hind- 
er his future progress. 

In the case of Jackie, he would 
profit most in an opportunity 
class. In such a class he v/ould 
receive individual attention and 
be specially tutored in reading 
and printing. After a lime in 
such 0: class, he v/ould be ready 
to join his v regular classmates. 
However, under th'e present ar- | 
rangement, Jackie will have to ! 
do considerable unnecessary re- 
pealing of first-grade work with 
new and younger pupils and can 
never hope to join his original 
classmates. - 

Opportunity classes fill a real 
need in every school curriculum. 
Some children need special tu- 
toring in certain subjects. Some 
children, who learn little in the 
regular classroom, ore discover- 
ed lo be exceptionally brilliant 
when they receive individual at- 
tention. Many children, who 
fail miserably in their attempt 
to travel at the speed of the reg- 
ular classroom, often do very 
creditable work at a slower rate 
of progress. In an opportunity 
class, these children are very 
happy because they are success- 
ful. 

There certainly is no stigma 
connected with an opportunity 
class. The child who is allowed 
to attend such a class is privil- 
eged, indeed — he receives spe- 
cial instruction and is helped to 
develop all his -talents and po- 
tentialities as an individual.

I 
suppose because we are bewild- 
ered by a securilyvcouncil which 
seems to find so few grounds for 
security; by a relief council 
which finds it hard, at times, -to 
gel the relief when it is needed;

The charge against Willinm 
Burns of having liquor illegally 
and which' had been adjourned 
last week pending the calling of 
further witnesses, was dismissed 
on Friday in magistrate's court 
here, but hfs wife, Henrietta, 
v/as convicted of having liquor 
Illegally. Magistrate J. E. Prltch- 
ard, K.C., presided. 

hMt week Constable B. Bur* 
bidgc tcstlfited that he, along 
with Constables Kldd, Wallace 
and Sanderc'on, had searched tho 
home of the two accused and 
found n quantity of beer and sonic 
hard liquor. When the Hquor v/as 
checked against the permits of 
persons resldfng there It was 
found that there v/os no permit 
to cover two of the cases of beer 
and one bottle of Hquor, accord- 
ing to Constable Burbidge. Mrs. 
Burns claimed that one of the 
coses of beer belonged to her 
mother, the other to her daugh- 
ter, both of whom lived there 
part of the time. She said that 
she had bought the liquor for her 
r,on, Garfield, on a messenger 
slip. 

On Friday, Mrs. West, mother 
of the accused woman, and Mrs. 
Nora Gribble, accused's daugh* 
tc-r, were culled as witnesses tor 
the defence, each testifying that 
they owned one of the 'cases of 
beer. Mrs. West was unable U) 
identify which case it was that 
she said she had bought. 

Magistrate Pritctiard said that 
a big factor against the tv/o 
accused was that they hod said 
nothing about either Mrs. West or 
Mrs. Gribble when questioned 
by the officers at the time of the 

raid. 

"The first question I have to 
decide is whether in fact the case 
of beer did belong to Mrs. West. 
Having regard to the fact that 
no mention v/os made of her at 
the time of questioning and hav- 
ing regard to her apparent drink- 
ing habits, I am not satisfied that 
the beer did actually belong to 
her. I am also highly suspicious 
of the evidence of Mrs. Gribble 
but am prepare*} to assume that 
it v/as correct. 

"The next important question 
is whether the residence of the 
accused could be deemed to be 
the residence of either Mrs. West 
of Mrs Gribble. I am of the 
opinion that' it could not. 

"The next question is, was the 
beer In the possession of the 
accused? The accused man, Wil- 
liam Burns, did not give any 
evidence and, consequently, I 
am not prepared to assume that 
he had any knov/ledge of the 
existence of the beer and the 
charge against hlrn is therefore 
dismissed. But it Is clear that 
the accused woman, Henrietta 
Burns, knew that the beer was 
In her home and I find tkat the 
beer iff question was in her 
possession. 

"I find also that one of the 
cases was not purchased on her 
permit and was not lav/fully in 
her possession or in the posses- 
sion of any other person legally 
resident there. I therefore find 
Henrietta Burns guilty as charg- 
ed and, fine her $100 and costs 
or three months." 

Arlejgh Armstrong, crov/n 
attorney, asked that the home of 
the accused be declared a public 
place. L. C. Lee, counsel for the 
accused, objected and Magistrate 
Pritchard upheld Mr. Lee's ob- 
jection.

After the audition the father 
asked: "Don't you think he has 
the possibilities of a genius?" 
Beethoven replied: "I cannot tell 
you now. Let me hear him play 
when he is CO years old! While 
his technique is brilliant, his 
performance i3 musically dull. I 
would rather have a pupil who 
feel.i everything ond knows 
nothing, than one who knows 
everything and feels nothing." 

In a child of school nge, artis- 
tic genius is not nearly as seri- 
ous a question as his ability to 

apply himself successfully to a 

given task— such as piano prac- 
tice. The degree of self-disci- 
pline which he is able to exert, 
will answer the question of his 
musicianship in good time. As a 
parent, you might ask yourself a 
few questions. Has your child 
been exposed to the' best of mu- 
sic in homo and social environ- 
ment? Is the practice period a 
routine part of his daily time- 
table, respected by. the rest of 

the household, and kept free 

from interference by noise or 
interruptions? If he lacks the 
ability to apply himself to music 
practice, you may discover that 
he displays a similar lethargic 
attitude toward other obligations 
as well. Beware of hasty con- 
clusions. Give him a fair chance- 
to develop.
